DIPHTHERIA. 

As  in  1952  and  1953  there  were  no  cases  notified. 
DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION . 

Of  the  children  born  in  the  years  1953,  1952,  1951, 
and  1950,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  38,  55,  51,  and  70  were 
immunised.  At  the  end  of  1953,  the  numbers  immunised  for 
these  years  2,  41,  47,  and  70.  In  1953  the  total  live  births: 
were  92  and  in  1952  there  were  86.  The  total  for  1951  was  87. 
This  is  a low  percentage  of  children  born  in  these  years. 

It  was  hoped  to  secure  immunisation  of  not  less  than  75  per  cent 
of  babies  before  their  first  birthday. 

Two  children  born  in  1954  were  immunised  by  the  end 
of  the  year. 

During  the  year  Llangovan,  Llanishen,  Raglan,  and 
Tregare  schools  were  visited,  and  38  children  were  given  a 
booster  dose,  and  11  were  immunized  for  the  first  time.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


I WATER . 

There  was  no  acute  shortage  of  water  in  tie  year  under  review. 

Llanishen. 

The  supply  has  been  well  maintained  during  dry  weather  flow  by 
use  of  diesel  pumping  unit  installed  to  supplement  hydrams. 

Raglan. 

Electrical  pumping  unit  was  discontinued  during  the  year  and  all 
existing  mains  connected  to  bulk  supply  from  the  Abergavenny  R,D.C, 
mains  at  Bryngwyn.  New  Mains  extension  was  also  effected  to  supply 
properties  on  the  higher  levels  and  outside  the  limits  of  supply 
possible  from  the  old  scheme. 

Gravifation  supplies  at  Llandogo,  Narth  and  Skenfrith  were  well  maintained 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  R aw  Water. 

Satisfactory  6.  Unsatisfactory  4. 

Chemical  Analyses.  Satisfactory  4,  Unsatisfactory  Nil. 

With  the  exception  of  New  Supply  at  Raglan*  all  supplies  are  untreated 
and  are  not  of  such  high  degree  of  organic  purity  as  to  constitute 
a first  class  drinking  supply, 

Plumbo  Solvency.  The  waters  generally  are  not  liable  to  plumbo 
solvent  action.  The  exception  is  gravitation  supply  at  Llandogo  on 
which  the  Council  are  to  seek  power  under  byelaws  to  prohibit  the 
use  of  lead  pipe  on  drinking  supplies. 

Existing  Supplies. 

Raglan  Parish.  Number  of  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains  - 224 
of  which  10  houses  carry  from  standpipes.  The'  parish  of  Llandenny 
being  supplied  during  the  -year  by  laying  of  mains  with  supply  by  bulk 
from  Pontypool  R.D.C.,  of  the  above  total  66  premises  in  Llandenny 
Parish  are  enjoying  piped  water  supplies  for  the  first  time. 

Trelleck  Parish.  Number  of  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains 
is  208.  A comprehensive  water  scheme  is  now  in  progress  at  Trelleck 
which  is  well  forward  and  will  supply  a considerable  area  of  the  United 
Parish  and  also  parts  of  the  Parish  of  Mitchel  Troy  United. 

Existing  small  schemes  at  Narth,  Llandogo,  Llanishen  and  Mitchel  Troy 
will  be  replaced  by  connection  to  the  above  major  scheme. 

Completion  is  anticipated  in  spring  of  1956. 

Llangattock  Parish.  Number  of  houses  supplied  from  public  water 
mains  is  37  • 

The  Council  are  giving  active  consideration  to  the  need  for  piped 
water  supplies  to  outlying  parts  of  parishes  not  included  in  the  above 
Trelleck  Major  Scheme  and  also  to  parishes  in  the  Northern  part 
of  the  Council's  District.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


Raglan . Extensions  to  existing  sewers  were  commenced  during  the 

year  including  new  disposal  works.  The  works  are  expected  to  be 
completed  in  1955* 

Rivers  and  Streams.  Pollution  is  slight  in  this  District. 

Closet  Accommodation . Excepting  Raglan  and  Llandogo,  closets  are  mainly 
on  the  Conservancy  system.  The  area  is  not  populous  or  closely  built. 
20  conversions  to  water  closets  were  effected  during  the  year  on  privat 
premises.  (Mainly  of  isolated  nature  to  septic  tank  disposal.) 

Smoke  Abatement.,  No  action  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  in 

connection  with  smoke  abatement. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1931* 

There  are  no . register ed  premises  in  the  Area. 

Public  Cleansing.  House  Refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  in  Raglan  Village 
and  monthly  in  remainder  of  the  area  (by  Contract).  Disposal  is  by 
tipping  into  disused  quarries.  There  ia  no  staff  available  to  effect 
'Controlled  Tipping'. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  There  are  no  Public  Baths  in  the  Area  and  no 
privately  owned  baths  open  to  the  public. 

Infestation.  Premises  are  generally  free  from  Verminous  Infestation.
